civic center

Lompoc Planning Commission Monday, 
gave its blessing to a preliminary plan 
for a proposed civic center at Floresta 
Park; approved a division of land on 
North A Street and approved a final ver­ 
sion of an animal control ordinance. 
The civic center plan was approved 
after commissioner Robert Swamer put 
the staff on notice that he would like to 
see more usable park area in the plan. 
Community Development Department 
director Jack Lam said the plan would be 
reworked to create more park area. As it 
stands now, the plan calls for 20,000 
square feet of space in a city hall, the 
closing of D Street to pave the way for a 
public plaza; and the redesign of the 
city-county parking areas behind the 
police department and county building. 
Funds for the civic center are being 
sought from federal Public Works 
Employment Act. 
The land division was at 1100 North A 
Street. Urban planner Michael Kaufman 
said the action was to settle a 
longstanding legal dispute. The settle­ 
ment will provide the city with a parcel 
for the possible extension of D Street, 
that now dead-ends near Lompoc 
Library; a 
new well site; additional 
ponds for the water treatment plant; a 
crosstown sewer main; a mini park or a 
cross town storm drainage channel. 
The animal control ordinance now 
goes one more time to the city council. 
As it stands now, the ordinance applies 
greater restrictions on the keeping of 


dogs and other animals in residential 
zones; and retains prohibitions on the 
keeping of large animals in all except 
agricultural zones of minimum acreage. 
The com m ission also did the 
following; 
— Granted Evelyn J. Hedman the right 
to expand her home use permit to include 
a second day each week for piano in­ 
struction in her home and other oc­ 
casional times at her discretion for 
makeup sessions when students miss 
their regular class times. 
— Approved plans for a fence at 1100 
W. Lime Ave., but included a line of sight 
corner cutoff at one point as a safety fac­ 
tor. The applicant had sought to 
eliminate the cutoff feature in order to 
create a large yard area. 
— Approved the request of Towbes, a 
developer, to split his apartment project 
at Ocean Avenue and U Street into two 
phases, with the first phase to consist of 
53 units. The commission approved the 
request after instructing the staff to 
work out an off-site improvement agree­ 
ment as a protection for the city. 
— Ruled that a request for minor 
automotive repairs and tuneup work was 
similar to commercial projects that are 
permitted in planned com m ercial 
development, PCD zones. The action was 
on the request of Gene Heckman for a 
shop on the northwest comer of Ocean 
Avenue and R Street. At the same time, 
the commission instructed Lam to 
clarify language in the ordinance to dis­ 
tinguish between minor and major 
automotive repair shops.

Brown said the state will issue about 81 
billion in grants to local governments 
this year to support clean water pro­ 
grams. He also noted that the staff of the 
board had been increased 200 per cent to 
administer the program.

Nixon call 
PALM SPRINGS (UPI) - President 
Ford said with a shrug today that he 
called Richard Nixon after last week’s 
election and “ said hello to him," but he 
refused to discuss the matter further. 
Ford was asked about the Nixon phone 
call, disclosed only Monday night by 
White House aides, as he was teeing off 
for a morning round of golf at his 
Thunderbird Country Club vacation 
residence. 
“ We are not having any press con­ 
ferences today,” the President said to 
the gallery of reporters. 
He turned and started to walk off to his 
golf cart, then turned, shrugged with his 
hands spread tn the palms up gesture and 
said: *1 called him and said hello to 
him." 
Then Ford proceeded with his golf 
game under dazzling Southern California 
sunshine on a course rimmed by rugged 
sawtoothed mountains. He answered no 
other questions from the news media ex­ 
cept to say when asked how he was feel­ 
ing, “ I couldn't have felt better.” 
Ford, attired in a bright green golf 
shirt and light grey checked slacks, 
looked in good spirits and joked with a 
few country club members who were 
watching him but he seemed to become 
annoyed when asked the question about 
the Nixon call. 
Brezhnev hopes 
for improved 
U.S. relations 
MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet party leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev said today the 
Kremlin expected “ more effective in­ 
teraction" in Soviet-American relations 
following the U S presidential election. 
Brezhnev, in a dinner speech honoring 
Polish leader Edward Gierek, warned 
however, the Soviets would continue sup­ 
port for national liberation movements, 
a process which helped cool U.S.-Soviet 
relations during the Angolan civil war 
Brezhnev said “ powerful and well- 
organized" forces in the West oppose 
relaxation of tensions, forcing socialist 
countries to “ enhance their vigilance 
and to step up still more their struggle 
for a lasting peace.” 
According to a text circulated by the 
Tass news agency, Brezhnev made no 
direct reference to President-elect Jim ­ 
my Carter. His remarks appeared to 
reflect Kremlin impatience with slow 
progress in Soviet-American relations 
while the election was being contested 
“ Now that elections have been held in 
such countries as the FRG (West Ger­ 
many) and the USA, we should like to 
hope for more effective interaction in 
the solution of major problems in 
bilateral relations and in international 
life in general, problems of great impor­ 
tance for strengthening peace and the 
security of all peoples,” Brezhnev said.

OSHAKATI, South West Africa (UPI) — Cuban-backed 
Angolan government forces are engaged in a major offensive 
to destroy the UNITA guerrilla movement in Southern 
Angola, refugees fleeing the fighting said today. 
The South African radio said in a newscast the stream of 
refugees into South West Africa (Namibia) which totaled 
more than 3,000 since the weekend, was dwindling, “ ap­ 
parently as a result of intimidation” by Cubans and govern­ 
ment troops and armed supporters of the South West African 
Peoples Organization who are fighting alongside the 
Angolans. 
The radio quoted the refugees as saying the Angolan and 
Cuban soldiers were shooting black civilians to prevent them 
crossing into South West Africa. 
Fighting has raged in the southwestern Cunene province of 
Angola, on the border with South West Africa since the 
weekend. 
Jannie de Wet. commissioner-general for the indigenous 
peoples of South West Africa, said at Oshakati the refugees 
had told him the Angolan government had ordered the joint 


forces to “ clean up” the Southern part of the country, 
traditionally a stronghold for UNITA—the National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola.

He said the destruction had to be completed by Nov. 20 
when the country planned to stage celebrations marking its 
first year of independence.

UNITA. defeated in the civil war by the ruling Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola and its Cuban 
backers, claims to have killed more than 1,000 Cuban and 
MPLA soldiers in fighting in the South since June 
The movement’s president, Jonas Savimbi. has vowed to 
continue the bush war "until the last Cuban soldier leaves 
Arnold." 
At least 8,000 black tribesmen have fled into South West 
Africa since March and de Wet said the tribal homelands 
which border on Angola—Owambo and Kavango-could not 
handle the influx. 
Fleeing refugees told the South African radio that several 
hundred black civilians have died in fierce battles in 
southern Angola between Cuban-backed government troops 
and antigovernment guerrillas.

Old Smokey' 
Bear dies in 
sleep at 26 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Old 
Smokey Bear, a 28-year-old black 
bear who became one of the nation’s 
most famous animals as the symbol 
of fire prevention campaigns, died 
Monday night in his sleep at the 
National Zoo. 
“ It was just old age,” said a 
spokeswoman for the Agriculture 
Department’s Forest Service after 
the bear was found demi in his cage 
early today. 
Old Smokey, who was officially 
retired as the symbol of the ser­ 
vice’s forest fire prevention cam­ 
paign in May, 1975, and replaced by 
a younger Smokey, hadn’t come out 
of his cage for several days and was 
b ein g 
w atch ed d a ily , 
the 
spokeswoman said. 
“ When they went in to check him 
this morning, they found he had 
died," she said. 
Old Smokey had reached the 
equivalent of more than 70 years of 
age in human terms, an unusual age 
for a black bear. 
Officials said Old Smokey’s body 
would be flown later today to New 
Mexico, where he was found as an 
orphaned cub after a forest fire in 
1950. He will be buried in the 
Smokey Bear Historical State Park 
created by state authorities near 
Capitan, N.M. 


to allow the advance of Arab peace­ 
keeping forces in rightist territories. 
“ If Syrian troops advance on the town 
of Kahhaleh or any other front, we will 
be forced to open fire,” they said. 
Thousands of Syrian troops of the Arab 
peace-keeping force advanced unopposed 
through leftist and rightist territory east 
of the capital Monday, and were massed 
for a final thrust into Beirut today to try 
to separate warring factions and end the 
19-month civil war. 
The Christian m archers set up 
barricades and burned tires in the 
streets of several neighborhoods within 
the Christian-dominated eastern sector 
and surged through the streets waving 
broad white banners reading, “ We reject 


Arab League troops in our areas.’’ 
Loudspeakers mounted on military 
jeeps roamed the streets urging civilians 
to join the protest. 
Rightist leaders Camille Chamoun and 
Pierre Gemayel met with Sarkis and, ac­ 
cording to Christian sources, tried to 
persuade the president, commander-in- 
chief of the peace force, to send “ only a 
token force” into Christian areas. 
Leftists and their Palestinian guerrilla 
allies, apparently satisfied with the 
peace troops’ deployment, were prepar­ 
ing today to withdraw their troops from 
positions in the central mountains. 
R ightist and leftist spokesm en 
reported new fighting in the leftist-held 
mountains southeast of the capital. 
Boston police corruption 
charged; official 'retires' 


BOSTON (UPI) — Boston Police Com­ 
missioner Robert diGrazia said today he 
believes there is sufficient evidence to 
support allegations of widespread police 
corruption in the city and that he has ac­ 
cepted the “retirement” of a top depart­ 
ment official. 
DiGrazia said a departmental in­ 
vestigation uncovering alleged corrup­ 
tion was not conducted to find evidence 
for criminal indictments, but he charged 
there was enough evidence in the report 
to prove any of the allegations. 
“ I’ve been given information of severe 
corruption in the district. There hasn’t 
been any severe documentation of any 
one police officer," he said. 
The four-year internal investigation by 
a team formed by diGrazia claims police 
assigned to District One shut their eyes 
to organized gambling, prostitution and 
other crimes in the city’s downtown dis­ 
trict It says officers have gone so far as 
to stage “ spectacular” gambling raids 
as coverup tactics in response to official 
or public pressure. 
DiGrazia told newsmen gathered at 


police headquarters that he has already 
accepted the “ retirement” of Deputy 
Superintendent Joseph V. Saia, super­ 
visor of District One. The retirement is 
effective June 30, 1977. 


DiGrazia would not say whether Saia’s 
planned retirement is connected with the 
release of the report. 
The commissioner said the report was 
intended mainly to be a management 
tool and not an indictment or criminal 
report against any one particular officer.

“ Everyone who expected things to be 
nice and smooth from point A to point Z 
were deceiving themselves,” Richard 
said on arrival at Geneva airport. 


"But there is no stalemate.” he said 
“ It is going better than I expected but sl­ 
ightly slower than I hoped."

Supervisors back move to require 
state to fund mandated programs 


The concept of a con­ 
stitutional amendment requir­ 
ing full state financing for all 
state-mandated programs in 
the counties won the endorse­ 
ment Monday of the Board of 
Supervisors. 
In unanimously endorsing a 
program offered by Riverside 
County supervisor, the board 
also made it clear it does not 
feel kindly about certain com­ 
ments made recently by Gov. 
Brown relating to “spending 
habits” of county supervisors in 
the state. 
In other matters, the board: 
— Referred to Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher and Park 
Director Michael Pahos a 
proposal that county fees for 
filming of brief tv commercials 
on county properties such as 
Waller Park near Santa Maria 
be waived. Fletcher said the 
minimum 950 fee is charged to 
small businessmen involved 
with the commercials. 


— Directed Supervisors 
Fletcher and Francis H. Beat­ 
tie to confer on site for es­ 
tablishment of a child care and 
d e v e lo p m e n t c e n t e r in 
Guadalupe as approved by the 
State Department of Educa­ 
tion. The proposed use of the 
Veterans Memorial Building is 
doubtful, the board was told. 
Guadalupe is now in the Fourth 
District of Supervisor Beattie, 
after being in Fletcher’s dis­ 
trict. 
— Authorized preparations 
for competitive bidding on 
county's general banking ser­ 
vices presently performed by 
Bank of America. It was es­ 
timated July 1, 1977, would be 
first possible date that a change 
in service banking could be ef­ 
fected. Supervisors had ap­ 
proved putting the service out 
to bid after a review of county 
banking practices in the wake 
of disclosures of some banks do­ 
ing business with the county 


which had apparently aided the 
Arab boycott of Israel.

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100 big-city mayors make 
heavy aid pleas to Carter 


CHICAGO (U P I) - The 
nation's big city mayors have 
asked Jimmy Carter for a lot of 
costly help because "this is the 
richest country in the world.” 
More than 100 mayors, in­ 
cluding Abraham Beame of 
New York, joined in a formal 
plea for more federal dollars 
Monday at the end of a two-day 
meeting of the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors. 
They requested money to help 
the unemployed, to help all 
those hit by recession, and to 
help the most tattered areas of 
the inner city. 
Asked how much it would 
cost. Mayor Kenneth Gibson of 
Newark. N.J., president of the 
conference, said he could not 
quote a figure because details 
have not been worked out. 
But he said, "You have to un­ 
derstand that what we are talk­ 
ing about is the richest country 
in the world and the urban 
centers that we represent are 
where the largest percentage of 
the people live. 
“The reason for government 
is to provide services to the 
people. It s as simple as that. 
We’re talking about programs 
that cost a lot of money.” 
The' conference settled on 
five priorities for Carter to con­ 
sider. The mayors sent him a 
telegram requesting a meeting 
to discuss the proposals. 
First on the list was creating 
jobs in central cities. Other 
points were: 
— Development of a new 
national urban policy con­ 
solidating existing grant pro- 


grams. 
— P u m p in g a d d itio n a l 
federal money into cities. 
— Setting up an “urban an­ 
tirecession program ,” and 
creating an urban development 
bank similar to the World Bank 
with loans going to private 
businesses and local govern­ 
ments. 
“We call upon the Carter ad­ 
ministration to set a national 
tone of concern for urban 
America." Gibson said. 
“ In the 1960s P resid en t 
Johnson set a tone in calling for 
civil rights for all Americans ... 
we ask the new Carter ad­ 
ministration for this kind of 
commitment to the nation’s 


cities.” 
Specifically, the conference 
asked that federal money be put 
into the economy each time un­ 
em ploym ent rises substan­ 
tially. 
The conference also called 
for creation — again through 
new legislation — of an urban 
development bank, which would 
give low interest loans to 
business and cities for invest­ 
ment in inner cities. 
“We hope he (Carter) will act 
in accordance w ith these 
priorities,” Mayor Coleman 
Young of Detroit said. He ad­ 
ded, “I’d hate to attempt to 
spell out for the president-elect 
what he should do first.”

trade, had obviously read the 
law — and every time police 
called she waved a doctor's cer­ 
tifícate proving her unjaiiable 
condition. 
The result was four children. 
In four years. 
Detectives, who called on her 
Monday, heard the familiar 
“ I’m pregnant” from Miss 
Gemignani — but this time she 
had no certificate. 
Not letting her out of sight for 
a second — in case her condi­ 
tion changed — police drove her 
straight to a clinic.

DALLAS (UPI) — Robert S. 
Strauss had proven himself as a 
lawyer, a banker and a succes­ 
sful political fund-raiser, but 
when he took control of the 
national Democratic party he 
faced a more formidable task. 
George McGovern’s landslide 
lo ss in 1972 had left the 
Democratic Party divided and 
demoralized and badly in need 
of healing.

would not seek another term as 
national chairman 


He said his decision to leave 
office Jan. 21 was “irrevoca­ 
ble." 
“1 have done this for four 
years. I'm tired. I’m ready for 
someone else to go on 
Strauss said he told Carter 
three days ago he would remain 
chairman until one day after 
Carter's Jan. 20 inauguration. 
He said he would call a meeting 
of the national committee for 
Jan. 21 to s e le c t a new 
chairman, and that he would 
recomend a successor.

GM’s so-called “ Southern 
Strategy." allegedly an attempt 
to block UAW organizing in the 
South, was labeled the major 
noneconomic issue Monday as 
the union set its strike deadline. 
“It’s an issue that warrants 
resolution," said UAW Vice 
President Irving Bluestone, 
chief union negotiator. 
GM Vice President George B 
M orris Jr. denied such a 
strategy. 
GM has three UAW-covered 
plants in the South but recently 
opened six small manufactur­ 
ing facilities, where workers 
are non-U AW, and plans two 
more. 
The union claims the compa­ 
ny fought UAW organizing ef­ 
forts at the new Southern plants 
and is seeking a “sweetheart 
co n tra ct cla u se p led g in g 
neutrality. 
“ I d o n ’t know w h a t a 
‘Southern Strategy’ is," Morris 
said. “I think when you start 
talking about a ‘Southern 
S tr a te g y .’ 
you’re 
looking 
through the wrong end of the 
binoculars.” 
He said GM’s new Southern 
plants total about 2 million 
square feet of space with about 
3,000 employes while recent 
GM expansions totaled about 10 
million square feet and added 
thousands of new , UAW- 
covered jobs. 
A walkout at GM would be un­ 
precedented since the union has 
never struck two companies in 
one bargaining year. It would 
close 117 plants in 21 states.

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Growing Older 


Older folks need survival courses

Now, it turns out that I missed a bet. 
Some time ago, I wrote a column about a problem 
faced by every elderly couple. The column suggested a 
solution which brought some very pleasant responses. 
So “1 put in my thumb and pulled out a plum and said, 
‘What a smart boy am 1!’” 
The plot went like this: In our younger days, we, who 
are now over 60, played prescribed roles. The wife 
(whether or not she was a working woman) did the 
cooking. She handled housekeeping. The husband 
(whatever his job) managed the family finances. He 
handled all business matters. 
Comes the period of being old and retired. A worry 
sets in. One will die before the other. If Mrs. goes first, 
he’s helpless in the kitchen. He’s useless so far as 
keeping the house in order. He's unready for the shopp­ 
ing. He hasn’t even worked out the mechanical 
problems of the washing machine. “Do you use cold 
water or hot?” 
If Mr. dies first, she’s uncomfortable with the 
checkbook. She’s not accustomed to bill-paying. She’s 
not facile in the use of credit cards and their tricky 
charges for late payment. Same with department 
stores. Ditto with investments. (“Why doesn’t the 
checkbook balance?”) 
My wife Nikka and I worked out a solution, Nikka 
taught me how to shop for food and get bargains. She 
showed me how to housekeep. She trained me in the 
matter of making simple meals. At this writing I’m up 
to “the effective use of leftovers.” 
Nikka, of course, learns everything fast. By now, she 
can figure the earnings-per-cent-to-investment on 
stocks and bonds. Maybe, some day. she’ll have some 
money to invest. 
Evaluating my own progress for the man’s side, I 
came up with less success. I’d give myself “A” in dis­ 
hwashing and use of the vacuum cleaner. But in cook­ 
ing, I rate only a “C-minus.” I have a long way to go. 
Next week, I learn to broil a chichen. 
Now. however, I ask, “What was wrong with that 
column?” 
In a very important way, I really missed the boat. 


The problem and its solution should not be a personal 
matter among elderly couples. It should be handled as 
a program for the elderly — by the offices of the aging, 
by the social services involved with elderly, by the 
professionals serving our age group in preretirement 
activities. 
Luckily, there are people who think more broadly 
than I do. For example, there is the report of a project 
in Milwaukee County by the women’s auxiliary of the 
Wisconsin Medical Society. As described in the 
magazine Aging, the program is quite correctly listed 
as a “Senior citizen nutrition project.” What the 
report describes is a chef’s course for retired men. 
With Rita Ruff, a University of Wisconsin home 
economist, members of the Women’s Medical Society 
Auxiliary teach men the basic facts of nutrition, cook­ 
ing skills, menu-planning and marketing. Started two 
years ago, the course has 42 graduates. Each of them, 
and the current class of their successors, paid $3 for 
the course. They meet for three hours once a week for 
six weeks to master cooking techniques. Classes 
held at four sites, mostly senior and nutrition centers 
that have kitchens and meeting space. 
In addition to learning how to prepare food, the men 
have some fun. In the beginning, according to the 
magazine’s report, they ask nervous questions like, 
“Should we wash our hands or light the oven first?’’ 
That may bring the answer, “Just wash one hand and 
stop being a wise guy.” Other comments include, “Ed 
flunked cream sauces; he’s got a lump in it,” and “Did 
Bill scorch the jello?” 
But it is serious business. For the protection of 
elderly men everywhere, let’s get our local schools, 
colleges and nutritionists to teach us how to cook. 
Some of us may even like cooking as a creative ac­ 
tivity.

At the same time, let’s get an organized program 
started in local areas to turn elderly wives into 
business tycoons.

Stencil dyeing— Katazome 
Ancient art is program subject 


The stencil dyeing art of Katazome, 
one of the most fascinating folk arts of 
Japan seldom seen in this country except 
in rare museum collections, will be 
described and displayed by Flicka 
Kirkwood at the Lompoc Library multi­ 
purpose room tonight at 7:30 Guests are 
welcome. 
This ancient oriental art, using finely 
cut rice paper stencils (some of which 
will be displayed) predates the familiar 
silk screen painting and wood block 
printing by many hundreds of years. 
Although the stencil dyeing art 
originated in China it reached Japan via 
Okinawa as far back as the 8th Century. 
The island craftsmen combined an ar­ 
tistic ability with a love of painstaking 
detail, enabling them to achieve a skill 
beyond the originators 
Katazome artists and their work suf­ 
fered heavy losses during WW II, but the 
art survived a few more years when it 
was largely transferred to Japan Ms. 
Kirkwood was fortunate in being able to 
study in Japan under one of these 
Okinawan Katazome masters. Keisuke 
Serizawa, later designated a (living) 
National Art Treasure by the Japanese 
government. 


Inasmuch as these few surviving elder­ 
ly artists knew little if any English, Ms. 
Kirkwood and her husband, then in the 
Navy, became proficient in the art large­ 
ly as a result of their knowledge of the 
Japanese language. For this reason, 
Flicka remarks, they know only the 
Japanese words for many of the colors, 
processes and materials used. Despite 
their voluble use of the language, vital 
bits of information including basic dye 
chemistry necessary to a refined skill in 
the art were picked up slowly. 
A brief description of Katazome 
revealing some of its unique and varied 
forms may be of interest. The term 
Katazome refers to the process only par­ 
tially resembling the well known Batik 
dyeing in Indonesia. Katazome involves 
painting or dyeing on top of a rice paste 
resist applied to cloth or paper through a 
tough waterproof stencil. When the paint 
or dyes have dried, the rice paste is then 
washed out leaving the desired design in 
varied colors. Various means of applying 
the rice paste are employed: free spat­ 
tering is called Nori-Oki-Zome, use of 
a pastry decorating tube is called Tsu- 
Tsu-Gawa (literally - river design - flow­ 
ing - from - a - pipe). Another amazing 


but long extinct process, Kyo-Kechi- 
Zome, used thin flat boards carved on 
both sides with a reversed but matching 
design, bound tightly together with folds 
of cloth between. Intricate patterns of 
decoration for kimono and obi sash 
material were achieved by pouring dyes 
through holes or sprues in the pack of 
boards to color the folds of cloth except 
where excluded by the pressure on the 
carved surfaces. 
Flicka again remarked that modern 
mass production techniques in cloth and 
paper design had all but obliterated 
much of the folk art in Japan and other 
oriental countries. 


Recent resurgence of wide-spread in­ 
terest, however, in ethnic American, 
European and Oriental folk art may tend 
to stem the decline But many of these 
ancient arts, both in our own country and 
abroad, have been lost forever. For this 
reason, Flicka has tried to perpetuate 
the fast disappearing art of Katazome in 
the preservation of her notes and photos 
as well as in her designs of greeting 
cards, textiles and paintings

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County officials 
pool efforts to 
ease jail crisis

C ounty a u th o ritie s a re 
meeting and talking together in 
a common effort to settle 
problems which have led to con­ 
gestion at the county jail in 
Goleta, County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
reports. 
Johnson called together 
various responsible parties for 
a talk session which he feels has 
not only cleared the air in many 
respects, but can lead to 
positive action by the district 
attorney, public defender, 
sheriff, police, courts and the 
probation office. 
Criminal cases can be moved 
faster through earlier settle­ 
m ent conferences, it was 
brought out at the session. Both 
D istrict A ttorney Stanley 
Roden and Public Defender 
Glen Mowrer Jr. had found 
themselves facing some of the 
blame from police and sheriff’s 
office spokesmen for what they 
termed were costly delays in 
expediting crim inal cases 
through the courts. 
On the other hand. Sheriff’s 
D epartm ent representative 
Fritz Patterson said the log 
jam at certain periods at the 
county jail might be alleviated 
by 
s e v e n -d a y -a -w e e k 
recognizance releases rather 
than five-day-a-week 
Patterson said batches of 
arrests Thursdays —■ for some 
unexplained reason — occurred 
regularly enough to cause jail 
congestion that lasted through 
weekends. 
Santa Barbara Police Chief 
A W 
Trem bly pointed to 


statistics in his department 
showing the crime rate and 
arrests are on the increase in 
the county's largest city. 
Johnson said he also learned 
that there has been a "SO per 
cent increase” in felony filings 
during September and October, 
this year. 
Presiding Municipal Court 
Judge Arnold Gowans and 
Municipal Court Judge Joseph 
Lodge sat in on the meeting, 
and later indicated they were 
encouraged by what they had 
heard. 
Also in attendance were 
Probation Officer William 
Johnson and one of his chief as­ 
sistants and Superior Court Ad­ 
ministrator Allen Abersman. 
Johnson in summing up the 
session said he felt it had been a 
positive m eeting, and he 
declared he was pleased to see 
all parties involved "meeting 
and talking together.” 
F.arlier, there had been 
reports that there was little 
communication between the 
district attorney and the public 
defender, and this was accen­ 
tuated by a full-scale debate by 
the two officials before the 
Board of Supervisors concern­ 
ing a Grand Jury recommenda­ 
tion for consideration of a 
return to the court-appointed 
attorney system to represent 
indigent defenders. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
helped bring matters to a head 
when he filed a report with the 
county supervisors recently 
stressing that jail congestion 
problems were becoming highly 
serious.

Space Shuttle gets 
muffler treatment 


The Air Force Systems Com­ 
m and’s Space and M issile 
Systems Organization has com­ 
pleted tests evaluating the ef­ 
fects of engine-induced sound 
waves and shock waves on the 
Space Shuttle V ehicle in 
simulated launches from a 
mo d el of t he p r o p o s e d 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
launch pad. 
A 6 4 per cent scale model of 
the Space Launch Complex 6 
( S L C - 6 ) 
l a u n c h pad at 
Vandenberg and a model of the 
shuttle vehicle in similar scale 
were used in the testing nt the 
George C. M arshall space 
Flight Center at Huntsville. 
Alabama. 
These efforts were aimed at 
evaluating the overpressure 
and noise e n v i r o n m e n t s 
generated by the vehicle 
engines West Coast launches 
for the Space Transportation 
System will be from SLC-6 at 
Vandenberg AFB - a complex 
that was constructed in the 
1960s for the Manned Orbiting 
Laboratory. 
The 6.4 per cent Space Shuttle 
Vehicle model simulated the 
full-scale Space Shuttle Vehicle 
(orbiter. solid rocket boosters, 
and lower portion of the exter­ 
nal tank). The model orbiter 


contained three high pressure 
gaseous 
hydrogen/oxygen 
engines, and the solid rocket 
boosters (SRB were stimulated 
with Tomahawk solid rocket 
motors. 
Actual size of the model 
launch pad was 22 feet by 42 
feet long by six feet high. It 
weighed about 60,000 pounds. 
During rocket engine igni­ 
tion. a shock pulse was created 
by an increased flow of exhaust. 
Interaction of this shock wave 
with exhaust ducting of the 
launch pad frequently causes a 
significant overpressure back 
to the launch vehicle, USAF of­ 
ficials said. 
The flow rate also creates an 
acoustical field because of tur­ 
bulent interaction with the sur­ 
rounding atmosphere. 
Both 
phenomena are weil known and 
are environments that must be 
considered in the design of 
launch vehicles and payloads, 
the officials added. 
The model was used to deter­ 
mine the final launch pad con­ 
figuration. This was ac­ 
complished by modifying the 
configuration of the model dur­ 
ing the various test firings to 
determine the most desirable 
methods for achieving an ac­ 
ceptable design. 
County courthouse 
gets heat insurance 


The County Courthouse in 
Santa Barbara will have some 
insurance this winter against 
the cold weather in case the 
county runs into a shortage of 
natural gas 
Workmen have just finished 
installing a 10.000 gallon diesel 
fuel oil tank beneath the front 
lawn of the Courthouse on the 
Figueroa St. side, and it will be 
filled shortly, according to 
county officials, 
Paul Price, assistant public 
works director, said the 10.000 
gallon tank would be sufficient 


to "last 45 days” during normal 
winter weather. 
Price pointed out that the 
county is "on a new energy cur­ 
tailment schedule regarding 
natural gas. and provision for a 
45-day interruptible period dur­ 
ing the current fiscal year 
ending next June 30 is needed 
under allocations set by the 
Public Utilities Commission. 
The new tank, installed at a 
cost of about $8,000 including 
cost of the tank, will replace a 
much smaller and inadequate 
one, said Price.

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. 
(UPI) — How is Gerald Ford 
taking it? Easy, and oh so 
privately, down at the end of 
Sand Dunes Road, behind high 
walls, in great comfort. 
He’s taking it Southern 
California style, like a man of 
comfortable means and secure 
future who knows that, sudden­ 
ly, he really doesn’t have to 
answer personal questions or 
fret about image anymore. 
Tucked away for the week in 
a sun-baked resort called 
Rancho Mirage, Ford keeps the 
counsel of his family and a few 
golfing cronies who might 
figure in his future plans. He 
b r e e z e s p a s t r e p o r t e r s 
occasionally with a smile and a 
joke, en route to the links or 
back to his secluded villa. 
And people close to him say 
he just isn’t ready to talk 
publicly yet about his painful 
election defeat, or what might 
have been, or what might be 
after Jan. 20. 
The emblem of this personal 
recovery period might be the 
sign that adorns the filigree 


gates of the clubs around this 
stunning spa: P-R-I-V-A-T-E. 
And that mood seems to have 
affected the aides, who a few 
days ago were scrambling to 
make Gerald Ford the most 
visible man in America. 
When he golfed Monday at a 
private club where reporters 
are barred, an irritated report­ 
er — tired of covering an invisi­ 
ble man — asked a press aide 
whether the club also bars 
women and minorities. Ford’s 
home club in Washington 
prohibits women, and that sort 
of question used to strike 
sparks. 
"I don’t know,” the aide 
replied coolly. “And nobody 
really cares anymore.” 
The daily press briefings on 
presidential doings, a matter of 
course at the White House even 
on vacation trips, have not so 
far occurred in Palm Springs. 
Reporters get pieces of paper 
announcing tiny scraps of 
itinerary two or three times a 
day instead. 
It’s all part of the mellow win­ 
dup of a presidency, and some 


parts of it are quite outside 
Ford’s control - little touches 
here and there, along the vaca­ 
tion path. 
The brass band that greeted 
him Sunday was the Palm Spr­ 
ings High School outfit, playing 
such pop tunes as, "On a Clear 
Day You Can See Forever .” 


The crowd, several thousand 
strong, cheered and waved 
hand lettered campaign style 
signs all right — but they bore 
such messages as, "Enjoy the 
Sun.” 


An aide said Ford in Palm 
Springs will sort out his future 
in private life: where he ¿night 
settle, what profession or 
avocation he might take up as 
the elder statesman of his party 
and of his nation. 
Generous pension benefits as­ 
sure that he’ll have few money 
worries. If he decides to settle 
in Palm Springs — a favored 
Ford vacation spot — he’ll be 
welcomed by old friends among 
its elite citizenry, including the 
men he is golfing with right 
now.

Building curriculum topic 
of education conference 


An immediate problem fac­ 
ing educators today is to weave 
federal and state monies into a 
coherent curriculum declared 
Dr Ruth Love, superintendent 
of the 55,000-student Oakland 
Unified School District in a 
keynote address delivered Mon­ 
day morning to approximately 
200 p erson s at the 1976 
Conference on Education at 
Alisal Guest Ranch. Solvang. 
‘We have become an age of 
federal and state local levels in 
education." Dr 
Love con­ 
tinued. when we should be one 
level 


Oakland faces the same 
situation as do other large 
cities. Dr Love said 
It has declining resources, 
declining school enrollments, 
teacher militancy and operates 
on what she described as 
“ crisis management ’’ 
This situation Dr. Love is 
working to change. 
And one way to do it is to br­ 
ing the federal and state dollars 
districts receive for many 
different programs into a 
larger whole — the district 
curriculum. 
But this takes a willing Board 
of Education, “ a vitally con­ 
c e r n e d c o m m u n ity and 
dedicated teachers.’ 
Dr Love started her teaching 
career at 19, as a teacher in the 
Oakland district. She returned 
as superintendent a year ago, 
from the position she held then 
as national director of the Right 


to Read program. 
In the years between, she has 
held many positions, including 
work with the State Dept of 
Education as chief of the 
Bureau of Compensatory 
Education 
Dr. Love has nine technical 
advisers, including school dis­ 
trict superintendents, college 
professors, teachers, and in­ 
terested persons from business 
and industry who help her in 
reorganising the Oakland 
system into one that “ is active 
to the community it serves” 
Each school, also, has its 
technical advisory committee, 
helping it to achieve its own in­ 
structional strategy in meeting 
its responsibility of teaching 
children to learn, Dr. Love said. 
During a discussion on what’s 
happening in Sacramento, Dr. 
Donald McKinley, chief deputy 
state superintendent, said that 
the federal government “ is in­ 
sistent that the special needs of 
all youngsters will be served.” 
California is well along on 
this challenge, he said, because 
of the Master Plan for Special 
Education now being piloted in 
districts throughout the state 
including Santa Barbara 
County. 
Dr. Love and Dr. McKinley, 
both speaking from their par­ 
ticular interest and profes­ 
sional responsibilities on the 
conference theme — “ Educa­ 
tion, the Critical Partnership” 
— were followed by Alex Law, 
who heads the state office of 


p r o g r a m 
plan n in g 
and 
research, Joy Drinker, the only 
woman ever elected president 
of the State Board of Educa­ 
tion, and Assemblyman Gary 
Hart. 
Sessions adjourned today 
— Tuesday — at noon. 
The annual conference is 
sponsored by the office of 
Lorenzo Dall’Armi, county 
superintendent of schools.

City could lose 
proposed courts 
by dragging feet

Lompoc citizens pride them selves on the sports-oriented nature of our 
valley. There is rarely a shortage of enthusiastic participants, volunteer 
coaches and organizers, and financial and spiritual supporters to keep 
the town’s athletic wheels rolling.

If the Valley has a sports weakness, it is a shortage of faciUtiet. 
That’s why it seem s illogical that Lompocans would risk letting an op­ 
portunity to gain a new, expensive, much needed recreational facility 
at very little cost to the city—slip away. 
“Lompoc has a choice to make right now,” says Bill 
three partners whose BKB group proposes to build a MOO.OOO handball- 
racquetball public facility in Lompoc. ‘‘They can have 100 per cent of 
nothing, or a piece of som ething.” 
We are in danger of winding up with the 100 per cent of nothing. Delays 
caused by objections to the proposed site, and a slow-moving decision 
process, could prove fatal to the plans. 


BKB has indicated no exact deadline for the City Council to give the 
project the final go-ahead, but Burke indicated recently that the plan 
would be scrapped if the city does not take action in “a reasonably short 
period of tim e.” 


“ I think it’s fair to say,” said Burke, “ that w e’re waiting for Lompoc 
to make a decision. If it doesn’t come shortly, we are going to take up 
very serious negotiations with other city bodies, out of necessity. We 
would then have difficulty coming back to Lompoc.” 
Noone has really disputed the words of Richard Beguelin, the “B ” of 
BKB, that the plan "is a way for the city here to provide a $400,000 
facility for the community of Lompoc for virtually nothing.” 


Lompoc Parks and Recreation Director Jack Anderson, one of w veral 
local officials who toured a facility built by BKB in Ventura, and who 
knows our city’s financial situation, says flatly “There s no way the city 
could do it (build the facility by itself).” 
“It’s just a first-class facility,” Anderson adds "It’s an activity that’s 
clean and quiet. The building is very well constructed, using top-grade 
m aterial.” 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton also toured the Ventura facility and 
called it a “ good, clean-cut operation...Anything we can do here to 
Drovide more recreation...I m all for. 
BKB plans to make money, sure. But the valley, because of its small 
population, is a high-risk area for the venture. 
“It’s a hell of a long way from being a gold mine for us, 
Burke said. 


“We put ourselves on the hook, and w e’re not making any killing, 
for dam sure. We are not a corporation, we are just three spons 
enthusiasts. So we are not in this to make a killing. 
Some locals oppose the idea of merging public land with private 
enterprise. As Burke points out, this concept is not revolutionary. Many 
communities have golf courses, boat marinas and sim ilar recreationa 
facilities built with public-private cooperation. It’s a common practice 
and generally works to the benefit of all parties. 
So what's holding up the show? The city’s choice of a site 
It’s been pretty much narrowed down to either the southeast corner o 
Ryon Park (south of the flagpole), or the lot between Lompoc High and 
the shopping center. The latter property belongs to the county, and the 
county would either have to sell to Lompoc or make a deal with BK 
sim ilar to what Lompoc is trying to work out. 
Ryon Park would be fine, except for two major objections, which are 
the heart of the delay. Here are the objections, along with some possible 
answers: 


1. Putting the facility in Ryon Park would revive the night cruising ac­ 
tivity and its accompanying noise, violence and vandalism. 
Answer: Close down the main parking lot at night and leaveopenonly 
the parking area along O St., thereby making this a much lessattractive 
cruising area. Enact and enforce a no-loitering or^in^ 
eMIf a“j ^ 
1 
fails, which is doubtful, close the entire parking lot at night. Most people 
who use the facility would endure the inconvenience of parking a blocx or 
two awav and jogging to the courts at night. 
2. There is little enough park area in the city without ripping off a 
chunk for this facility. 


Answer: The area proposed for the courts is one per cent of the Ryon 
Park acreage, and is in a little-used com er. While the aesthetic impor­ 
tance of grassy park land is not to be denied, the city wouldn’t just be los­ 
ing an acre of g r a s s-it would be gaining a valuable and ^ nds0™ 
recreational facility that would be in harmony with the park. Were the 
proposed facility a tallow-rendering plant or an auto wrecking yard, it 
would be a different story. 


These objections are voiced by serious-minded, responsible citizens, 
and deserve all due consideration. But solutions can be found, and should 
be found without further delay. 
Only a naive person would say in this case, "Don t look a gift horse in 
the mouth.”

And all followed Dylan 
Thomas's advice, whether they 
were aware of it or not; “ Do 
not go gently into that good 
night.

Blanda was 
pushed out by a young man who 
was not yet born when Blanda 
turned pro with the Chicago 
Bears in 1950. When he found 
out what nonplans the Raiders 
had for him, he complained bit­ 
terly, kicked a locker, and, with 
a huff. left. 
Aaron broke Babe Ruth’s all- 
time home run record in April 
of 1974, at age 41.

In this “ retirement’’ an­ 
nouncement, one sensed that 
even if it was not true in fact, it 
was true in spirit. The great Ali 
could no longer float like a but­ 
terfly. sting like a bee. No, 
what he did do was lumber like 
a moose, paw like a bear. 
No matter. The curtain must 
fall for all of us, eventually. 
Blanda, more than any

demonstrated Picasso’s dictum 
that “ Youth has no age.’’

Once 
the nation’s spotlight fell on 
him, however, he took advan­ 
tage to speak out against the in­ 
justices of the black man in 
America. It was dignified but it 
was passionate. 
Ali was a man well ahead of 
his time, as a fighter and as an 
individual. He could move like a 
middleweight and yet was 6-3 
and weighed 220 pounds. He 
fought all the meanest sluggers 
of his day — Liston, Frazier, 
Foreman — and triumphed. 
What got the goat of many, 
however, was his stand on 
politics and religion and race. 
After winning the heavyweight 
title in 1964 from Sonny Liston, 
Ali announced he was a Black 
Muslim, reputed then to be a 
black militant religious sect 
Ali’s stand on not stepping 
forward in the draft, soured 
others 
who. 
ap paren tly, 
preferred he follow the 
hypocritical route of many 
other athletes who joined the 
military and then accepted 
showy sinecures. 
Ali was unfairly stripped of 
his title and forced into a three 
and a half year retirement. His 
case went before the Supreme 
Court, which, in a 9-0 decision, 
upheld Ali’s claim to status as a 
conscientious objector. A few 
short years later, most of the 
politicians who opposed Ali’s 
stan d 
ju m p ed 
on 
h is 
philosophical bandwagon. 
Meanwhile, Ali was becoming 


the most widely known athlete 
in the world. Rather, Ali was 
becoming the most widely 
known living person in the 
world. 
B landa, Aaron and Ali 
enriched our lives, for they did 
not sim ply survive, they 
prevailed.

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Top 25 oil firms report 
profits of $8.6 billion 


THE BETTER HALF

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I I - The oil industry today reported 
profits for its top 25 companies totaled almost $8.6 billion during 
the first nine months of 1976, up 17 per cent from 1975 levels. 
A report from the American Petroleum Institute said the in­ 
dustry's $3 billion profits for the third-quarter of this year alone, 
however, rose only 9 per cent from the same period in 1975. It said 
third-quarter profits for U.S. industry in general grew more than 
twice as fast. 
The new financial report was issued at the A P I’s annual conven­ 
tion. a meeting dominated over concern for the oil industry’s 
future under Jimmy Carter and a Democratic Congress. 
API president Frank Ikard, in a personal appeal Monday, urged 
oil industry executives to become political activists and personally 
work to get industry friends elected to state and national office in 
1978 
A Democratic congresional leader told reporters at the conven­ 
tion that Congress and the Carter Administration may try to make 
oil companies give up their involvement in competing forms of 
energy, but any more drastic move to break up Big Oil appears un­ 
likely. 
And the A PI announced the formation of a major new Committee 
On Public Issues to identify problem areas, develop an oil industry 
position each, assess the support to be expected from potential 
industry allies and develop a strategy for the industry to follow. 
One major issue facing the industry is that of divestiture, or 
breaking up big oil companies. There was a strong but unsucces­ 
sful move for divestiture in the last Congress, and the effort is ex­ 
pected to be renewed next year. 


Rep A1 Ullman, DOre., head of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, said he sees little prospect Carter will support split­ 
ting major oil companies into separate, smaller firms handling 
refining, distribution and marketing. 
But asked about the prospects of an attempt to end oil industry 
involvement in such competing energy sources as coal and nuclear 
power, Ullman told reporters: " I think we can expect some move­ 
ment on that.” 
L 
He declined to elaborate, but said Carter probably will put ques­ 
tions of the oil industry’s structure "on the back burner” and con­ 
centrate initially on more pressing problems such as developing of 
a national energy policy. 


Ikard said oil industry leaders should switch from campaign con­ 
tributions to personal political activism. He said the industry also 
must improve its credibility, accept the idea it is accountable to 
the public, put more emphasis on health and safety, play a larger 
role in shaping national energy policy and actively promote energy 
conservation. 


"Too often in the past, support meant the mailing of a campaign 
contribution,” Ikard said. "This is not the kind of support I am 
talking about. I ’m talking about involvement with the political 
process in the months before the primaries, during the primaries 
and right through the runoff elections 
"To put my recommendation for political action in its simplest 
terms, now is the time to begin work on the elections of 1978. to 
help return to office those who act in the public interest where 
energy is concerned, to help replace those who do not, he said.

Government names medics, druggists 
who got over $100,000 Medicaid 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - In a 
move that organized medicine 
said makes doctors a "whip­ 
ping boy." the government has 
published the names of some 
2.500 doctors, dentists, labs and 
drugstores who last year 
received more than $100,000 
each for Medicaid services to 
needy patients. 
The Department of Health, 
E d u c a tio n and W e lfa re 
released for the first time the 
names of those who make the 
biggest income from Medicaid. 
The list showed they are 
located in areas ranging from 
New York City’s Harlem to 
Waianae. Hawaii, central In­ 


diana, New Orleans and De­ 
troit. 
HEW said it issued the names 
under requirements of the 
Freedom of Information Act. 
But the American Medical As­ 
sociation called public iden­ 
tification of Medicaid's big- 
income doctors "nothing less 
than an attempt at guilt by in­ 
nuendo." 
"We are tired of doctors be­ 
ing made a whipping boy by 
publicity seeking bureaucrats 
and politicians," said James H. 
Sammons. AMA executive vice 
president. 
"If they want to clean up 
Medicare and Medicaid, let 
Suspect says water 
extortion was 'joke' 


them go after the Medicaid 
mills and nursing home opera­ 
tors who prosper in every 
m ajor city with political 
protection,” he said. "That’s 
the root of the corruption and 
the fraud and abuse.” 
Sammons said public identifi­ 
cation of big-income Medicaid 
doctors would only make it 
tougher for honest ghetto doc­ 
tors to continue already dif­ 
ficult medical practices. 
“ If HEW wants to drive 
medical care out of the ghetto 
completely, it has certainly hit 
upon a highly effective me­ 
thod.” he said. 
The 2,533 doctors, dentists, 
laboratories and pharmacies 
listed received a total $445.3 
million for their services — or 
16.3 per cent of the $2.7 billion 
paid to Medicaid providers in 
those categories, HEW said. 


The total Medicaid bill to 
federal and state governments 
is expected to rise from $15.2 
billion in fiscal 1976 to $18.4 
billion in 1977. 
"The fact that the medical 
providers received the stated 
amount from the Medicaid 
program should not be con­ 
strued as any evidence of 
wrongdoing, nor do the amounts 
listed necessarily represent 
‘earnings’ or ‘profits,’” HEW 
said in a statement accompany­ 
ing the 346-page list. 
HEW released a smaller list 
a year ago, but it only identified 
the high-income Medicaid doc­ 
tors. The new list names 1,099 
pharmacies, 995 physicians, 312 
dentists and 127 laboratories 
and providers of X-ray services. 
The most big-income providers 
listed were from California. 
Illinois and New York. 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Twenty-five hostages, seized by 
gunmen who bungled a robbery 
at a home appliance store, were 
rescued unharmed Monday 
night by the store owner who 
returned to the building to free 
them from a vault that only he 
could open. 
Two suspects were captured, 
but two others were believed to 
have escaped. 
Police finally called off a 
search of the building just 
before 
m id nig h t 
a fte r 
determining no more suspects 
were inside. 
No one was hurt and no shots 
were fired during the five-hour 
incident. 
Police said the ordeal began 
when three men with rifles 
entered the Columbia Merchan­ 
dise Co. in suburban Tarzana 
and announced a holdup. 
Store owner Sy Gardner, in 
another part of the store, pres­ 
sed an alarm to alert police and 
fled out the back door of the 
two-story building. 
Outside, he saw a man 
speeding off in a car. Gardner 
found a nearby police car, 
which gave chase, but the man 
escaped. 
An estimated 50 police of­ 
ficers, including two units of 
the SWAT Team quickly sur­ 
rounded the building, and two of 
the gunmen inside immediately 
surrendered. 


Police said a fourth gunman 
remained inside the building 
and herded 25 employes and 
customers into a walk-in vault 
at gunpoint, then fled to an up­ 
stairs storage area. 
With officers afraid the 
gunman might be inside the 
vault, which only Gardner could 
reopen, he reentered the 
building shielded by a phalanx 
of heavily-armed SWAT team 
members and unlocked the 
door. He was taken outside to 
safety before officers slowly 
opened the door, guns at the 
ready, to release the hostages. 


The hostages, including an 
elderly woman and several 
teen-aged girls, were taken out­ 
side the building with their 
hands over their heads with 
police still fearing that one of 
the gunmen might be among 
them. 


Police kept the building sur­ 
rounded for two more hours, 
searching it again with a dog 
for the fourth gunman, but he 
had apparently fled during the 
turmoil.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Jimmy Carter may ran into 
trouble with Congress if he tries 
to cut income taxes early next 
year as a way to combat the 
nation's economic slump, says 
the chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
Rep. A1 Ullman says some 
kind of first aid for the economy 
may be needed early in 1977, 
but he does not believe an 
across-the-board tax cut is the 
answer. 
Carter said at his post­ 
election news conference last 
week that he may ask Congress 
to cut taxes as a quick way to 
boost take-home pay and in­ 
crease spending power if the 
economy is still lagging in 
January. 
"The first problem that will 
face us in January (when 
Congress returns to work and 
Carter takes office as Presi­ 
dent) is whether we will have a 
tax cut or not,” Ullman said in 
a speech to the American 
Petroleum Institute. 
"Personally I ’m very skep­ 
tical. I ’m going to be looking at 
a further tax reduction with a 
great deal of caution. If the 
economy is not picking up in 
January, I think other remedies 
might be more appropriate.” 
Ullman, whose congressional 
duties place him as one of the 
two top men on the House- 
Senate Joint Committee on 
Internal Taxation, said he 
believes the problem with the 
economy is more one of local 
problem areas than of overall 
difficulty. 
"M y judgment is that the 
problem is in pockets of the 
economy rather than the broad 
spectrum ... and we may need 
to do something aimed at those 
specific pockets,” he told 


reporters at the A PI conferen­ 
ce. He did not elaborate. 
Ullman separated the issue of 
immediate aid for the economy 
from long-range reform In the 
tax structure and a comprehen­ 
sive welfare reform. He said 
he has advised Carter to wait 
until mid-1977 to present a 
major tax reform package. 
He also said that despite the 
possible conflict over a tax cut 
in January Congress and Carter 
should have a longer "honey­ 
moon” than most people im­ 
agine. 
. 
" I think you’re going to have 
some disagreement (between 
Carter and Congress), but no 
major problems,” Ullman said. 
"One of my reasons for making 
the statements (about opposing 
a tax cut) was so we could put 
those areas in focus before the 
end of this year and find solu­ 
tions. 
"M y assessment of Jimmy 
Carter is that he is going to lean 
over backwards to establish 
coordination (with Congress). 
He knows that programs don’t 
get carried out if Congress 
doesn’t enact them. Jim m y 
Carter is, foremost, a practical 
man.” 
Ullman predicted Congress, 
for its part, w ill try to 
cooperate with Carter while 
retaining the independence it 
has asserted in the past.

WASHINGTON — Virginia s powerful 
Byrd clan, headed by Sen. Harry Byrd 
Jr. have quietly helped to obstruct a plan 
to recruit more unemployed Americans 
this year to pick their apple crop. 
Instead, they brought in work crews 
from Jamaica.

A m ericans can be 
found to do the work 
Rodney Turner, an of­ 
ficial of the Virginia 
State Em ploym ent 
Commission, thought 
that enough American 
labor could be found to 
harvest most of the 
Shenandoah apple 
crop. He proposed a 
plan to recruit more 
A m erican m igrant 
workers. 
The Byrds have always dominated the 
Virginia apple industry. The senator s 
son. Harrv F. Byrd III. formally heads 
the Frederick County Growers Associa­ 
tion The association bitterly opposed 
Turner s plan which, therefore, was 
never implemented. 


Turner s reward for his enterprise was 
to be eased off the state employment 
commission He is now back running his 
dairy farm near Roanoke. Va. 


We heard, meanwhile, not only that the 
Byrds are exploiting their Jamaican 
pickers but that the working conditions 
are substandard. 


To check out the story, we sent our 
roving reporter. Hal Bemton. to the 
Byrd orchards 
Posing as a drifter. Bemton signed on 
with the picking crew It was work for a 
circus performer. He balanced himself 
precariously on the top rungs of a 22-foot

ladder, reached with both hands into the 
upper branches and stuffed apples into a 
canvas bag slung from his neck. As the 
bag became weighted with apples, the 
balancing act became more breathtak­ 
ing 
To pick apples fast enough to earn a 
decent salary, Bemton reported, 
‘a 
man’s hands must remain in constant 
motion.” The crew chief, a lumpy 
woman, with a kindly smile and crafty 
eyes, strode up and down the rows of 
trees while the men picked. 
She was backstopped by an ample, af­ 
fable husband, whose mood occasionally 
could turn ugly. “I’m like a rattlesnake 
right now.” he would warn no one in par­ 
ticular, chomping menacingly on a cheap 
cigar “When he’s got them coils rattling 
and his head cocked back, you know he 
means business. You know he's about to 
strike Well. I’m about to strike. 


Earlier this year. Bemton infiltrated 
the migrant work force in southern 
Florida and described the shocking 
abuse of the stoop laborers. But on the 
Byrd farm, he found the living and work­ 
ing conditions far better. 
The labor camp consisted of two 
narrow. L-shaped, cinderblock barracks 
on a gentle rise. The rooms, though 
small, had heaters and clean bedding At 
the edge of the woods was an outhouse 
and a washroom, with hot showers. 
Bemton bunked with a thin, sickly man, 
who had come to the Byrd farm from a 
Baltimore flophouse 
The meals, which cost the workers $30 
a week out of their earnings, were 
wholesome. The Jamaicans ate West In­ 
dian cooking in a separate mess hall. On 
Saturday afternoons, the pickers bought 
bootleg beer and port wine from the 
crew leader at inflated prices. 
The Jamaicans were the best workers. 
They swarmed over the trees with 
relentless efficiency Most of them shun­ 
ned the Saturday booze As one explained

his abstinence to Bemton: “I don't drink 
the stuff, man. I got a wife and family 
back in Jamaica. Money is hard to come 
by there I plant the yam, harvest the 
mango, banana and breadfruit.” 
The Puerto Rican pickers were more 
exuberant than efficient. They raced 
around the camp, whooping it up. 
bursting into sudden songs. At night, 
they gathered at the end of the 
cinderblock barracks. One would start it 
off with a song. Then another would tap a 
Latin beat on the drainpipe. Another 
would leap from his seat on a trash can, 
lift the lid dramatically in the air and 
then bring it down with the resounding 
crash of a giant symbol — all in time to 
the music. 
They were better at rhythm-making, 
however, than picking apples. But in 
answer to the growers' complaints, a 
Puerto Rican official told Bemton bit­ 
terly. “You can’t tell me our people 
aren’t capable of picking apples. We feel 
the growers never wanted our people in 
the first place. The workers are sup­ 
posed to have 60 hours of training before 
their productivity is judged. 
“We re all U.S. citizens, and our un­ 
employment rate is over 20 per cent 
This costs the U.S. taxpayers in un­ 
employment benefits and food stamps. 
Another thing, we try to monitor the 
working condition of all our workers and 
make sure they are not mistreated The 
Jamaican government isn’t able to do 
that.” 
The Frederick County growers, 
nevertheless, continue to recruit about 
half of their pickers from Jamaica. 
Our reporter spent a week working in 
the Byrd orchards. As he left, low-lying 
clouds had formed a misty veil over the 
mountains of the Shenandoah It was a 
scene from early America. He almost 
expected one of the early Byrds to ap­ 
pear in colonial garb 
Then the Jamaicans, their day’s work 
done, began to crowd around a 
phonograph and wriggle into Jamaican 
reggae rock. A calypso beat rose from 
the orchard into the crisp Virginia night. 
Footnote: A spokesman for Sen Byrd 
admitted the senator has a financial in­ 
terest in orchards but takes no part in

While the regional 
nature of the Carter 
victory is obvious, the 
class lines are less 
c le a r , 
b u t 
nevertheless discernible. The suburbs 
versus the cities, whites versus blacks, 
blue collar against white collar, suggests 
the divisions outside the South. 
But in this there is nothing essentially 
new. As Richard Scammon, one of the 
ablest and most reasonable of election 
analysts put it*. “When I looked at that 
NBC map of how the states were going, I 
thought of Franklin Roosevelt’s victories 
of 1940 and 1944. He put together the 
South and the disaffections in the big in­ 
dustrial states to win.” 
In electoral totals the Carter victory 
was close but in the popular vote not 
nearly so close as two recent contests. 
John F. Kennedy won in 1960 with 303 
electoral votes but hardly more than 
100.000 over Richard Nixon in the pop­ 
ular tally. In Nixon’s reaction to this 
narrow defeat is a lesson for today. 
He was urged to contest the outcome 
and particularly in two states, Illinois 
and New Jersey. He lost Illinois by fewer 
than 5.000 votes. In the light of the hanky 
panky in the wards in Chicago under 
Mayor Richard Daley’s iron control, it 
was a highly questionable margin. The 
Kennedy margin in New Jersey was 
scarcely more than 2.000. 
Nixon declined to contest the outcome 
of the election. A challenge in the courts 
would, he said, leave the question of the 
presidency hanging fire for weeks, if not 
months, while votes in the closest states 
were counted and recounted and argu­ 
ments heard before the courts. Such a 
delay would be to the great detriment of 
the country both at home and abroad 
The margin of victory for the Carter- 
Mondale ticket in New York was nothing 
like as narrow as that in the election of 
1960, nor in 1968, when only a half million 
votes separated Nixon and Hubert 
Humphrey in a national total of nearly 
70,000,000. Im punding the voting 
machines in New York State is surely no 
more than a gesture not to be followed by 
action in the courts long delaying the 
final results of the election. 


On voter turnout, both the pollsters 
and the pundits were wrong. One reason 
for the long lines at the polling booths, 
even after they were to have been of­ 
ficially closed is, I believe, because it 
was advertised as being so close every 
vote would count. 
As the massive NBC poll showed, the 
last-minute undecides may have swung 
the election to Carter. Such trickery in 
the final days as sending a black man to 
Carter’s church in Plains to ask for 
membership was so transparent that it 
may have influenced some of the last- 
m inute ch an g es of h e a rt. How 
Republican strategists thought they 
would get away with this when, at the 
same time, they sent out 400 telegrams 
to black leaders is beyond belief. 


In the view of this observer, the 
presence of Robert Dole on the ticket 
contributed to President Ford's defeat. 
He was the smart trickster readying his 
wisecracks for the next television ap­ 
pearance. However one may have judged 
the liberalism of his views, Walter Mon- 


dale was, in contrast, a straight man 
campaigning for his beliefs. 
Even though a staff headed by his good 
friend and close associate, Dr. Peter 
Bourne, has long been working on the 
transition, Carter will have little time to 
lose in this interregnum He is now con­ 
firmed as a national leader and the allu­ 
sions to his experience as governor of 
Georgia, so often brought out in the cam­ 
paign, are in a sense irrelevant. 
His sentimental attachment to the 
hamlet of Plains is understandable. It 
may even have been a factor in his pop­ 
ular appeal. But it is now too narrow a 
focus and, both for those whom he will 
want to interview for places in his 
government and for the press, the 
burden of inconvenience should be 
weighed with understanding by the 
president-elect in this interval. 
His roots are deep in the red earth that 
made his small fortune in peanuts. Like 
Antaeus he will want to go back there to 
renew his strength. To dig in there now is 
hardly a service to those who want to see 
him on a larger stage.
